AERIAL ICE DANGER 


PROVENJERY SLIGHT 


Much-talked-about Ice For- 


mation on Wings Has-but 
Little Foundation 


JLangley Field, Va.—(A>)—One of the 


perils •which most folks expect Com- 
mander Richard E. Byrd to encounter 
on his Antartic flights, the formation 
of ice on the wings and other vital 
parts of his plane, is much less likely 
to prove a major difficulty than has 
teen supposed. 


Researches conducted in the labora- 


tories here of the National Advisory 
Committee for Aeronautics have pro- 
duced much unexpected information 
on this phase of airplane operation at 
low temperatures, not the least strik- 
ing of which is that ice forms on the 
•wings and struts only within a very 
narrow temperature range close to the 
freezing point. 


Temperatures a few degrees above 


or below that point, it was found, are 
free from the ice danger, which lies' 
in the changing of the shape of the 
•wings by the coating of frozen vapor 
and the consequent reduction of their 
lifting capacity. 


Suggesting that planes be equipped 


•with good thermometers, they 
ex- 


plained that such an instrument would 
give a pilot ample warning of the 
ice danger. Approaching a cloud for- 
mation, he could determine 
quickly 


' -whether to descend to a warmer level 


or rise to a colder zone. If the cloud 
should •. be so deep that he could not 
rise above it and the temperature near 


_ the ground so clos'e^o, the freezing 


point that descent would merely in- 
, crease- the danger, he could go through 


•" the clo'ud with greater safety 
at the 


higher, colder altitude, instead of ice, 
the vapor would become attached only 
to the leading edge of the wing in the 
form, of light, fluffy snow, which could 
be shaken off easily by shifting the 
angle of his plane.

ON JARDINE LAND 


WAUPACA-CO FARMER 
CARRYING ON WORK 
ON EXTENSIVE SCALE 


1 John Jardine Has Total of 


800 Acres in Process of 
Being Rejuvenated 


BY \V. F. W1NSISY 


Waupaca—The original fertility of 


the soil on several farms near this 
city totaling 80 acres is being re- 
stored by John Jardine, owner of the 
lands, by the application of 
marl, 


• ground limestone, nitrogen, phosphate, 


and potash, and sowing the fields to 
alfalfa. The alfalfa and the fertilizers 
are expected to fit the farms 
for all 


crops. Last winter Mr. Jardine used 
23 cars of ground limestone and piled 
600 yards of marl in rows on an espec- 
ially designed manure spreader drawn 
•svth a tractor. 


In treating a field, he either plows 


or discs it and smooths the surface. 
He then gives the field a coat of lime- 
stone at the rate of from 300 to 500 
pounds to the acre. With a drag or 
springtooth, he mixes the ground lime- 
stone with the soil.' After a short in- 
terval, he treats the same soil with 
mixed fertilizer at the rate 
of 18 


pounds of nitrogen to the acre, 125 
pounds of phosphate, 175 pounds of 
potash and 200 pounds of ground lime- 
stone. He uses the drag or 
spring- 


tooth again to mix the soil and ferti- 
lizer. "Working the ground in this 
manner not only -nixes the soil and 
fertilizer but helps 
in the destruc- 


tion of weeds," said Mr. Jardine. The 


, next stop is seeding the land to alfal- 


fa. Mr. Jardine has planted 100 acres 
of alfalfa and he did not use a nurse 
crop. He is now fertilizing an SO acre 
farm and spreading marl at about the 
rate of 6 yards to the acre on another 


.farm of 100 acres. 


Although Mr. Jardine may later 


try other crops on the land that he is 
now restoring to its original condition 
of fertility, 
his purpose now is to 


raise alfalfa for the market. He and 


. other farmers have proven that the 


land in their locality 
is 
especially 


adapted to the growing of alfalfa and 
last season boasted of producing tre- 
mendous crops as a result of using 
marl when, elsewhere, 
alfalfa 
was 


mighty slim. A large number have 
good stands of alfalfa this season but 
the plants are not doing well on ac- 
count of the continued drought. 


Eighty years ago when 
pioneers 


cleared the land in this section of the 
state, they found that nature had 
stored in the soil what they considered 
an inexhaustable 
supply 
of 
plant 


foods. 
On acount of this abundant 


supply, the pioneers, down to the sec- 
ond generation, raised crops wonder- 
ful in their yield and' quality, 
not- 


withstanding the crude methods 
of 


planting and • cultivation. Drawn on 
so constantly and in such quantity, 
the plant food gradually decreased un- 
til some farmers could .not get enough 
in farm products to pay for their "seed 
and labor. Not k'nowing the cause of 
their failure nor the remedy, a few 
here, as everywhere, tried to sell their 
farms and if they could not do that, 
left to seek more remunerative em- 
ployment. Those who stuck to their 
farms and are making a success of 
farming are the ones who are put- 
ting back into the soil some of the 
food devoured by plants. 


When we consider these things and 


realize that a high producing plant has 
an appetite as voracious as that of a

The case my lawyer friends mention is that of 


Lernor vs. Rumo Bros., et al, supreme couit. appell- 
ate division, third department. May 6, 1925, appeal 
from state industrial board. It scents that Lerner, a 
salesman employed In a wholesale fruit and vege- 
table 'business, while showing fruit to a customer 
In the refrigerator, where they were for 10 minutes, 
received a chill that caused a cold that lowered his 
resistance .and as a conscQuence suffered pulmonary 
edema, cerebral embolism, septic endocarditis, and 
one thing and another, which caused death. 


Evidence had been shown that the employe had 


not been accustomed to entering the refrigerator 
.for more than a "second" at a time, and hence did 
not. nut on his arctic suit or anything to protect 
him fiom the dread rigors. While in there on this 
occasion he moved boxes and things about and got 
up a little sweat—obviously a terribly dangerous 
thing to do in a cold place. Vilhialmur Stefansson 
ought to be warned about sweating in the far north 


The unfortunate employe felt cold when hc'left the 


refrigerator, tfiat iribrninc. At about three in the 
afternoon he felt "bad" and went home. Next day 
he sent for a doctor, who decided' the patient had 
"grip and-sciatica due probably to his catching cold 
while in the refrigerator." 


Nothing in the testimony tells us what the cus- 


tomer had. The lawyers must have been dumb eggs 
to oveilook that feature of the case. The customer 
apparently peppered the poor man in the refrigera- 
tor and then made a clean getaway. 
Well, well, 


probably the lawyers feared that if they questioned 
the theory that an infectious disease such as "grip" 
could arise e novo. develop out of thin cold air there 
m-thc refrigerator, without a human earner to sup- 
ply the starter, it might annoy the court. 


This case set a precedent, all right. It is the first 


case of septic endocarditis that ever happened with- 
out infection. 


If anjvone felt any doubt about these points, the 


employe's doctor smoothed, it all oft neatly enough. 
"His testimony, which ^seemed to impress the court, 
was/that the exposure to cold air m the refrigera- 
tor.' without having heavier clothing to protect the 
employe had a tendency to suddenly reduce the sur- 
face temperature of the body, to shut off perspira- 
tion, and . . .

MAKING THE VACATION SAFE 
Washington, It. C.—A coi.certed 


drive to protect the summer vacation 
ist of 1928 against accidents and di 
sease is under way. The 
United 


States Public Health Service, by broad 
casting, lectures, newspaper 
publi- 


city, and literatuie, is leading the way 
in this cause, ably supported by the or- 
ganized forces of The American Red 
Cross, American Automobile Associa- 
tion, Boy and Girl scouts, and other 
groups. Sound advice is being freely 
offered on^how to avoid, and how to 
treat, every sort of emergency trou- 
ble, from flea bites to drowning, from 
bumps and bruises to compound frac- 
tures. 


Traffic accidents hold first place in 


the attention of the public, as they 
caused 28,000 deaths and many more 
serious injuries lastvyear. Less atten- 
tion has been given" to other pie\ent- 
able accidents, but the Public Health 
Service asserts that 13,000 are killed 
anually by falls, 6000 by drowning and 
6000 by burns. The same authority es- 
timates that there aie 27,000 deaths 
from other forms of accidents, or a 


-tal of 80,000 people killed by acci- 


dents each year, and fully two million 
people who suffer some foim of injury. 


The summer vacation, when people 


are away from home and traveling or 
living under unusual 
conditions, is 


likely to be the accident period for 
many. In regular home life people ac- 
quire habits dictated by the ordinary 
rules of safety, but all fixed habits are 
likely to be set aside dui ing the vaca- 
tion.' None of the authorities concern- 
ed in working for safe vacations has 
any disposition to discourage people 
from vacation' trips. Indeed the medi- 
cal advisers all insist that there is no- 
thing better for health than a good 
summer*vacation.' The only aim to as- 
sist the public in getting the full bene- 
fit of the rrfbt period by avoiding need- 
less dangers. 


One of the primary suggestions 
to 


all vacationists is to select a site for 
their holiday'on the basis of healthy 
surroundings, as well as lovely scen- 
ery, comfortable hotels, golf courses, 
or other features. 
Be sure that the 


water and milk supply are good, that 
the place 
has 
sanitary- 
facilities, 


screened kitchens and dining rooms, 
freedom from mosquitoes. These points 
will do as much to make the vacation 
enjoyable as the facilities more gener- 
ally advertised. 


PRECAUTIONARY MEASURES 
To the motor tourist and camper, 


the health authorities advise a prac- 
tice of boiling all drinking water. In 
lieu of this custom, the same assur- 
ance of purity can be secured by treat- 
ing water with chlorinated lime, com- 
monly called chloride of lime. For this 
purpose take a tcaspoonful 
of the 


powdered chlorinated lime, dissolve In 
one quart of water, cork tightly, and 


let it stand for several hours. A sedi- 
ment will form in the bottom, leaving 
a clear solution. One teaspoonful of 
this clear solution will purify two gal- 
lons of water in fifteen minutes. The 
taste may be noticeable, but not ob- 
jectionable. Boiling of milk before use 
is also recommended, when the supply 
is not known to have been pasteurized. 


Advice on the prevention of acci- 


dents is fairly well known Don't rock 
the boat, always put out fires, keep 
firearms unloacied and away 
fiom 


children, 
etc. 
Not 
so 
well 


known are_ some other very simple 
preventives of trouble, such as locat 
ing camps far from othej^human hab- 
itations to escape flies, locating on 
graveling or sandy ground to insure 
quick drainage after 
rams, 
cutting 


out underbrush in which mosquitoes 
and other pests lurk, building simple 
ovens or fire trenches for camp cook- 
ing to prevent the many burns which 
come from careless handling of uten- 
sils around open fires. 


Disposal of garbage and waste mat- 


ter is another essential to healthtul 
camping. The wise camper will leave 
his camp site in the same condition 
he would like to find it absolutely 
clean and sanitary. To this end he 
will burn or bury all waste. A fire 
built in a small pit of hot stones will 
consume garbage 
rapidly. 
Sewage 


should be burned or buried daily, a 
long trench as much as one foot 
deep serving the purpose, with used 
portions filled in as used. All disposa. 
of waste should be made in places 
where it will not 
affect the water 


supply. The rule of "burn or bury" is 
essential to proper outdoor life. The 
camper who leaves filth behind is im- 
periling his own health and that of 
others. 


LEARN TO ADMINISTER FIRST 


AID 


Every vacationist is t urged to learn 


at least the basic principles of first 
aid in case of accidents. Everyone 
near bathing beaches should know 
iiow to apply artificial respiration to 
persons partially drowned. Detailed 
rules are given in many sets of In- 
struction on first aid. Lacking these, 
any person may remember that the 
tirst thing to do is to hold the victim 
face down by the middle of the body 
until the water runs out of the lungs. 
Then place the victim lying on his 
stomach, with one hand under the 
chetk. the other extended above the 
head. Then sit astraddle of the pa- 
tient at the knees. Press the pains of 
the hands just below the ribs, and ap- 
up pressure down and forward, forc- 
ing the air out of the lungs. Follow 
this by relaxing the pressure and the 
lungs will fill with air. Keep it uj> un- 
til natural breathing begins^ or the 
doctor arrives. This operation may 
easily be tlm«-d by repeating slowly, 
as the air is pressed out, the phrase 
"Out goes the bad air." and as the air
